The election tomorrow is the initial 


step of Wisconsin toward the election of 
the next president. 
It is important in 


this respect, and it is also important lo- 
cally, for the city is to choose a mayor. 
The policy of The Post-Crescent is not 
to meddle with the internal workings of 
any political parly, but as an indepen- 
dent newspaper to endeavor impartially 
to judge policies and candidates on their 
merits. Wisconsin being normally a Re- 
publican slate, interest naturally centers 
in the activities of that party to a larger 
degree than in the Democratic party. 
Nevertheless, a Republican candidate 
should not be supported merely for this 
reason, any more than should a Repub- 
lican platform. Both must stand the test 
•of what is for the public good. 


The Republicans are. as usual, in- 


volved in a factional contest for control 
of the delegates to the national conven- 
tion. It always has been a mystery to us 
why the people should permit themselves 
to be drawn into such controversies, 
when if we are to assume Republican 
doctrines arc sound it is a personal fight 
in which politicians are playing for per- 
sonal gain. The present situation with 
regard to Republican nomination is so 
indefinite it would seem the only con- 
sistent course is to send an absolutely 
free delegation to Chicago, bound to no 
candidate and no set action. However, 
we make no recommendations. This is a 
n:a!(cr for the Republican voters to de- 
iermiiif for themselves. They would do 
well to bear in mind that this is their 
one and only voice in the selection of 
the presidential nominee, and (hat the 
compaign is alive with factors which 
may completely change the situation be- 
tween now and the convention dale. 


In regard lo the mayoralty contest. 


The Post-Crescent offers no recommen- 
dations. There is much to be said for 
j)olh candidates. Mayor liawes* record 
is before the public for judgment. His 
opponent. Major (iracf, is a well-known 
citizen. They have conducted a clean 
campaign, and that is to the credit of 
both. The public should, we think, first 
determine in its own mind what munici- 
pal policies it favors, and then decide 
which of the candidates measures, in its 
judgment, more nearly to that standard. 
The closer we apply the tests of useful- 
ness and fitness to candidates for public 
office, without permitting our piejudices 
or personal likes and dislikes to control 
our votes, the sooner we shall attain 
more competent and more efficient 
pub- 


lic sen-ice.

Now (hat the chief South American re- 


publics are in the League of Nations and 
the I ni led States out of it the Monroe 
doctrine—or its modern interpretations 
-seems to be more unpopular among 
our southern neighbors (hail ever. "The 
recent Peru-Bolivian conflict," says La 
Prensa, the lending newspaper of Argen- 
tina, "produced new intervention from 
the White House by means of telegrams, 
the style of which appears to be more 
suitable lo the action of a tutor toward 
disorderly pupils than lo the diplomatic 
style usual in dealing with sovereign na- 
tions. Opinion in the republics directly 
chafed by these telegrams laments that 
the t'nilcd Stales Ireats them like protec- 
torates or countries with limited sover- 
eignly.'' La Prensa objects to Washing- 
ton's "arrogant" lone and to a developed 
Monroe doctrine now "purely economic 
in character." 


4 HOOVER AXD REdlLARlTY 
The New York statement of Herbert 


Hoover, given out Saturday, invites still 
closer inspection of his candidacy for the 
Republican nomination for president. 
Mr. Hoover addresses himself largely to 
the question of party regularity. He ap- 
pears to occupy the position of having 
adhered in the main to the principles of 
the Republican party. Some criticism of 
his identity with the Republican party 
has been advanced by the distinctly par- 
tisan press on the ground of his connec- 
tion with the Wilson administration. In 
reply to this he says: "It was obviously 
my duty as an important war official to 
support the president without thought of 
any political interest to myself from the 
day 1 entered the administration until I 
left it. and I put no qualifications upon 
or apologize for loyalty to one's chief in 
office." Mr. Hoover frankly admits that 
the exhibitions of partisanship during 
the war. as between legislative and exe- 
cutive branches of the government, were 
displeasing to him and received no sym- 
pathy at his hands. We believe this view 
of official duty, whether applied to ad- 
ministrative heads or to congress itself, 
expresses the opinion of the rank and Hie 
of the people throughout the country, and 
that they will commend Mr. Hoover for 
it. 


The former food administrator frank- 


ly says that he has no expectations that 
his entrance into the presidential race 
will be welcomed by the "type of person 
who conceives thai fitness for office, pa- 
triotism and citizenship depends upon 
placing sheer partisanship above na- 
tional interest, or who requires years of 
demonstrated 
participation 
in 
work 


with mechanical politicians." This is 
about as clear and excellent an indict- 
ment of machine politics and extreme 
partisanship as we have heard. It re- 
flects an independent of thought and 
character that will appeal to millions of 
citizens who have long ago discarded the 
theory that party regularity or the stamp 
of the party label is the measure of a 
man's fitness for public service. Mr. 
Hoover is obviously a man whom the 
politicians cannot control. If elected 
president there is not much doubl that 
lie would paddle his own canoe, and that 
his administration would not pander to 
the demands and pressure of politicians 
seeking to control it chiefly in the inter- 
est of parly prestige. 


Mr. Hoover has as good a right lo affil- 


iate himself with the Republican parly 
after serving a Democralic administra- 


' lion during an extraordinary period of 


war as any man. 
He is probably as good 


a judge of what constitutes Republican 
principles today as Senator Lodge, Mr. 
Penrose or any of the olher dyed-in-thc 
-wool leaders of the party. No one can say 
what the policies or principles of the Re- 
publican party are, that is, with any de- 
finiteness or with any reasonable proba- 
bility that they would coincide with the 
platform to be adopted by the national 
convention. The same observation ap- 
plies to the Democratic party. Their 
differences and their lines of cleavage are 
yet lo be developed. In many respecls 
they will constitute the formation of new 
parties as of the year 11)20. It is far more 
important thai Mr. Hoover correctly in- 
teiprel the opinion and tendencies of the 
public at large, particularly that ele- 
ment which has inclined toward Repub- 
lican doctrines in the pasl, than thai he 
should consult and be governed by the 
arbitrary dictum and notions of politi- 
cians. 


The country will, we are sure, wel- 


come the introduction of independence 
and progrcssiveness into the campaign 
which Mr. Hoover's candidacy repre- 
sents. 
He will make many friends by 


iiis openess and his fearlessness. 
He 


will attract far greater attention to his 
views ami pcrsonaliK by the course he 
has set upon than will the candidates 
whose larger concern may be to placate 
ihe politicians and establish themselves 
into Hie good graces and sup|H>rl of the 
machine organization.

as noise bv many who havo jittemptrd and failed 
to produce the peculiar ivthmn; they have glvm 
up in despair and now head the processions ol 
Jazf. knockers. 


Our local musician would do well lo Cater to

Carbon monoxide gas IB colorless, 


xiorless and tasteless (though some 
ndlviduals declare it causes a garlic- 
ike odor in the nostrils) and as dead- 
y a poison as prussic acid, yet people 
leal with this tfas in daily life in the 
mo«st vnreless manner. 


Whenever 
any fuel—coal, wood, 
'erosense, charcoal, gas, gasoline, al- 
ohol—is burned without a free sup- 
ly of fresh air or a good draft or 
borough ventilation in the room, car- 
bon monoxide gas is likely to form, 
and this accounts for those frequent 
atalitics in households where super- 
tition 
keeps 
a lamp burning all 


light and ignorance keeps the win 
lows all tightly closed. 


Evxery one who runs an automo- 


bile knows or ought 
to know the 
danger from carbon monoxide gas in 
he exhaust of a gasoline engine in a 
small closed or poorly ventilated gar- 
age. Hundreds of sudden deaths have 
>een produced by carbon monoxide 
as from gasoline engines—and now 


and then incompetent politician-coro- 
ners still make a post-mortem guess 
of "heart disease" in such cases. 


Carbon monoxide gas enters into 
the formula of illuminating gas, and 
constitutes about one-third of water 
;as. A trifling leak in gas pipes, or. 
what is still more common, a leak in 
a flexible gas-hose, thus exposes oc- 
upants of the room to the danger ol 
death. A flexible gas-hose should nev- 
er be used, but only rigid iron pipe 
onnections. 


A tramp seeks the warmth of a 


cinder pile near a. brick kiln and is 
[ound dead—carbon' monoxide pois- 
oning. A lonely widow keepes her 
kerosene lamp burning all night in 2 
tightly closed bedroom, and is found 
dead—carbon monoxide poisoning. A 
miner 
approaches too quickly the 
spot where some dynamite has just 
been 
exploded—and 
falls 
in his 
tracks from carbon monoxide gas- 
sing. The smoke and gasses from a 
tall stack are blown by a change of 
wind down a skylight and into the 
rear of a clothing factory—and a doz- 
en or more men and women in that 
end 
of the factory 
are seriously 
gassed. 
A hallroom boarder takes 


his bath in the 
fitful warmth of a 


portable gas stove without flue con- 


nections—and is found unconscious 
n the tub. Any heater except clec- 
rlc which has no direct connection 
with the flue to carry off products of 
combustion ie a menace to the health 
of the occupants of the room, and it 
potential Menace to life itself. Re- 
member. odor!f*s is no criterion in 
this case, for carbon monoxide gas is 
odorless. 


Gassing by carbon monoxide, if not 
suddenly fatal, produces rather char- 
acteristic effects. The individual feels 
a sudden throbbing and pressure in 
the temples, cramp or pain in the ab- 
domen.and a peculiar weakness in 
knees, and he is "glued" or "frozen" 
to the spot—makes no effort, is pow- 
erless to make an effort to get away.
